SUPERSTITION ABOUT MARINE GASOLINE?

ANY boat owners believe that 
when they ask for “‘marine 
white” gasoline—they are getting the 
best possible gasoline for marine use.

FROM THE EDITOR— 


HAT may become a model for town requirements 

governing the development of a marina were pre- 

sented last May by the city planning commission 
of Rye, New York. 

This community on Long Island Sound, like many 
others all over the country, does not have adequate small 
boat mooring facilities and has been unable to keep up 
with the rapid growth of the sport. But the situation in 
Rye has several unusual features as well: When plans 
for the creation of.an up-to-date marina were proposed 
by the Milton Point Shipyard, 
they were met by the bitter op- 
position of a group of property 
owners who live farther out on 
the point of land where the 
shipyard is situated. The city 
planning commission, who had 
to arbitrate the matter, was 
made up of a group of dedi- 
cated volunteer members who 
take the obligation to serve the 
best good of the community 
very seriously. And the owner 
of the shipyard was William 
Edgar John, one of the most 
progressive and enlightened 
marine facility operators in the 
country, and POPULAR BOAT- 
ING’s Boatman of the Month 
in May. 

Characteristically, before asking for approval of his 
marina plans, John had his property resurveyed and 
tideland titles studied to be sure both were in proper 
order. He then made numerous sketches of possible 
ways to add service docks, bulkheading, floating berths, 
and fixed slips to make best use of his available space. 
Next he called in C. A. Chaney who, working with the 
Frederic R. Harris consulting engineering firm of New 
York, is known as perhaps the outstanding marina ex- 
pert in the United States and has been associated with 
the construction of over 400 such developments. Not 
only moorings for boats, but adequate off-street park- 
ing for owners’ cars, fire prevention, adequate onshore 
sanitary facilities and many other features were all pre- 
sented in his plan. 

The property owners hired legal consul and main- 
tained, among other things, that the expanded facilities 
would cause heavy road traffic, reduce property values, 
increase hazards of fire and explosion, add to boat con- 
gestion in the channels, and create possible pollution of 
local waters. A series of heated hearings were held

while both sides presented their cases before the plan- 
ning commission. William Edgar John testified how 
each of these complaints had been taken into considera- 
tion in his plans. 

Finally the commission handed down their ruling, 
giving their unanimous approval for William Edgar John 
Associates to expand the Milton Point Shipyards to con- 
struct a 137 berth marina. In this decision they also 
stipulated 30 conditions which John must meet: Incom- 
ing and outgoing traffic must be properly regulated; 
preference must be given to 
local residents in assigning 
berths; extensive fire preven- 
tion precautions must be tak- 
en; curfew must be observed 
so that lights and noise do not 
disturb nearby residents; no 
amusement park concessions 
should be allowed to creep in; 
only boat owners and author- 
ized guests should be admitted 
—these and many other items 
connected with superior ma- 
rina operation were specified 
in such meticulous detail that 
observers at the hearings won- 
dered if some rules might not 
be too restrictive. But John, a 
man who has helped formu- 
late many of the basic fire and marine safety rules, felt 
that this was a step in setting up a high code of marina 
operation which other communities in the future might 
follow. 

While at this writing there is still a possibility of addi- 
tional legal hurdles, it now appears one community at 
least is on its way towards having a model marina. 

Meanwhile, further honors have come to Mr. John. 
The man who has been an active member and frequent- 
ly officer of such organizations as the American Boat 
and Yacht Council, the U. S. Power Squadrons, the 
American Power Boat Association, the Motor Boat and 
Yacht Advisory panel of the U. S. Coast Guard, the 
National Fire Protection Association, the National As- 
sociation of Engine & Boat Manufacturers, and many 
other groups, was recognized by an organization he 
helped form—the Marine Trades Association of New 
York. Following POPULAR BoaTING’s lead, they have 
named William Edgar John “Boating Man of the Year.” 
We wish to salute both them and Mr. John on his 45th 
consecutive year of major contribution to recreational 
boating.

Also learn ev- 
erything you can about boat and en- 
gine maintenance and repair. As a 
minimum, we recommend at least two 
years before starting around the world.

Boat Association, the predicted log 
system for a power cruiser contest is 
a test of piloting, navigation and de- 
pendability rather than speed. The de- 
termining factors are the proper calcu- 










lation of tidal currents, careful piloting 
and accurate calibration of boat's 
speed. To be eligible to enter an 
A.P.B.A. sanctioned contest, an out- 
board-powered cruiser must be 16 
feet or longer in length, and must have 
a permanent cabin equipped with 
sleeping, cooking and sanitary facili- 
ties for at least two persons. For com-

39.3696 feet and not 69 feet.

The term “12-meter” does not rep- 
resent a measurement, but the answer 
to the formula to which the boats are 
built. The formula is expressed 

L + 2°+ VS — F = 12 meters 
2.37 

in which L = length (not overall length 
or load waterline length, but a per- 
centage of both determined by another 
formula), d= the difference between 
the skin girth and chain girth, S = sail 
area and F = height of freeboard at a 
specific point on the boat’s hull. In 
using this formula, a designer can vary 
any of the measurements, just so he 
always gets “12 meters” as the answer. 
As to the answer of who will win, see 
the estimates on page 32.—Ed.

Vacationer is a handsome, sturdy 
lapstrake utility runabout. She is 
planked with five-ply fir plywood over 
white-oak ribs, knees, keel, stem and 
stringers. Philippine mahogany is used 
for her transom and trim. Capable of 
being powered with single or twin out- 
board motors developing from 25 to 
140 hp, she is a fine example of the 
big, clinker-built, outvoard-powered 
skiffs that are being used increasingly 
by families who do their boating on 
open waters such as large lakes, bays 
and inlets. 

I have often seen such skiffs offshore 
with the sports-fishing fleet. While I 
must admit that at first | was shocked 
and concerned for the welfare of the 
occupants, I have gradually become 
used to the idea that an outboard- 
powered boat can be as seagoing as an 
inboard if operated conservatively by 
an experienced boatman who watches 
his weather closely and never strays 
too far from a friendly inlet. 

Turning to your question concerning 
the speed you can expect, one of the 
simplest and at the same time most 


accurate formulas for calculating 
speed is: 
— /1,000P x C 
V= VL x3 4/ ——— 
\ 4 D 


When V = miles per hour 
= water-line length 
= horsepower 
D = weight in pounds 
C = a variable from 1.0 to 2.5. 
The lower figure applies 
to a heavy, displacement- 
type cruiser and the higher 
to a light racing hull. 
The trick in using this formula lies 
in picking the proper value for C. 


Here’s How 


Answers to your boating queries

In this case, we are fortunate be- 
cause accurate speed trials have been 
run at the Mercury Proving Grounds 
in Florida using the Vacationer hull 
and Mercury’s 70-horsepower Mark 
78 motor. With a total weight of 1,760 
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pounds (which is just about the weight 
you will be operating at by the time 
you add “Motor,” “Soakage” and 
“Miscellaneous” to your weight list) 
the Vacationer did 30.1 miles per 
hour. In the above formula, V is thus 
30.1, P is 70, D is 1,760 and L can be 
guessed at as roughly 17.64. This gives 
us a C value of 2.1. 

Using this C value, we can now em- 
ploy the formula to find V at several 
points in the recommended horsepower 
(P) range. The resulting answers can 
then be used to plot a curve showing 
speeds throughout the horsepower 
range. This curve is reproduced here- 
with.

F THE hundreds of regattas staged for power boat 
() racers across the country this summer, the oldest 
established event is the Unlimited class competition 
for the American Power Boat Association Challenge Cup.

Propelled by inboard or outboard 
power, the classes range from the new and rapidly grow- 
ing Pleasure Craft division of the N.O.A. up to those 
queenly awe-inspiring show boats that will vie for the 
world’s speed championship. 

The Gold Cup race is traditionally held on the home 
waters of the defending champion’s club. This year the 
Seattle Yacht Club will play host to the Sist running of 
this historic event, and half a million spectators are ex-

pected to swell the spectator fleet and line the shores to wit- 
ness the world’s greatest sporting spectacle of 1958. 

Technically there will be no defending championship 
boat this year. Miss Thriftway, owned by Seattle’s Willard 
Rhodes, winner of both the 1956 and ’57 Gold Cup events, 
completely disintegrated at close to 170 mph on the Ohio 
River at Madison, Ind., late last fall. However, Rhodes 
will have a new Miss Thriftway to take her place. Bill 
Muncey, who campaigned the former U-60, will be at the 
helm of the new boat. 

Over the years, fortunes have been spent in gaining or 
attempting to gain temporary possession of the huge, solid 
gold trophy, valued at an estimated $30,000 to $40,000. 
Horace Dodge, for examy-le, is reported to have pursued 
possession of the Challenge Cup to the tune of $5,000,000. 
And not without success. for the Detroiter won the Gold 
Cup in 1932 with Delphine IV and again in 1936 with 
Impshi. 

Development of high speed boats has paralleled Gold 
Cup racing. The initial competition in 1904 was won by 
the 59-foot long Standard at what was then considered an 
amazing speed of 23.6 mph! The 50 mph heat speed 
was first broken by the only woman ever to win the cup 
when in 1914 Mrs. Paula Blackton’s Baby Speed Demon II 
averaged 50.4 mph and moved the trophy to Lake George, 
N. Y. 

Gar Wood in Miss America broke the mile-a-minute 
record in 1920 at Detroit with a speed of 70 mph flat. His 
record reigned supreme until 1946, when band leader Guy 
Lombardo in Tempo VI averaged 70.8 mph over a 30-mile 
heat distance. The late Stanley S. Sayres, one-time world’s 
Unlimited speedboat record holder at 178.497 mph with 
his Slo-Mo-Shun IV, topped 80 mph in Detroit in 1950 to 
take the trophy to Seattle for a five-year stay. 

In 1955 Detroit Gold-Cup owner Joe Schoenith’s Gale V 
with son Lee at the controls clocked one 30-mile heat at

102.5 mph to bring the trophy back to Detroit. There 
it stayed for only one year before the Seattle challenger, 
Miss Thriftway, returned it to the West Coast. 

The big question is which one of the 24 registered Gold 
Cuppers will emerge victorious at the end of the 1958 
90-mile race. This year there will be no confusing bonus 
points for the fastest heat and the fastest average speed 
for the entire distance. 

In essence, the vinning boat will drive in three separate 
races, each scored individually, with 400 points awarded 
to the winner and 300, 225, 169, 127, 95 and 71 points 
given in order of finish to each of the seven boats permitted 
in a heat. The top fastest 21 qualifiers will be eligible to 
participate—with a minimum qualifying speed of 95 mph 
for three consecutive laps. 

Entries for the first heat are divided into sections, with 
two sections required if eight to 14 boats are qualified and 
three sections if 15 to 21 boats are qualified. The individual 
assignments into each section are determined by lot. If 
more than seven boats are eligible to participate in heat 
two, the same method of division into sections will be fol- 
lowed. The seven boats that have accumulated the highest 
point score in their previous heats will enter the final heat. 
Point ties are broken on the basis of total time with the 
tie-winner the boat having the fastest total elapsed time. 

Of the eleven major 1958 Unlimited class events, one 
has already been raced at the time of this writing. The 
Apple Cup on Washington’s Lake Chelan was won by a 
brand new apple green hull, Miss Bardahl, driven by Norm 
Evans. Miss Bardahl had to race for 34 minutes 8.8 
seconds at better than 101 mph to win $1500; (Tim Tam 
earned $116,400 in 2.05 minutes in the Kentucky Derby.) 

Though Bardahl is a smooth running rig, well handled 
by Evans, she isn’t our choice as winner on August 10, 
and at best can only be rated as a threat if the faster rigs 
break down.

Here’s the way we handicap the top contenders— 

Best chance from the East goes to the Buffalo syndi- 
cate-owned Wildroot Charlie driven by Bob Schroeder of 
Niagara Falls. It was another New Yorker, E. J. Shroeder, 
who first brought the British Harmsworth trophy to the 
United States in 1907 and then dominated Gold Cup com- 
petition with his Dixie I] in 1908 and 1909. The present 
Schroeder’s mount, runner-up in Unlimited Class high 
points in 1957, has been rebuilt, is equipped with a late 
model Allison with water-alcohol injection and reportedly 
is 30 mph faster than last year. She has been unofficially 
clocked at better than 175 mph on her home waters. 

Miss Supertest, the Canadian pride, is fast on the 
straightaways, holds the Dominion mark at 184.499 mph, 
but has never handled well in the corners. 

From the Great Lakes region, the two top boats appear 
to be the Schoenith’s twin Allison-powered Gale VI with 
Lee Schoenith slated for the cockpit, and George Simon’s 
Miss U.S. I, driven by Freddie Alter, winner of the Eliza- 
beth City, N. C., International Cup on May 3lst of this 
24

year, and runner-up at Lake Chelan. Gale copped the first 
two heats at Elizabeth City, then flipped in the third when 
victory seemed well in hand. The huge 33'%2-foot, 8500- 
pound Schoenith boat is much improved in handling 
characteristics and top speed over last year and her driver 
appears to have a heavier foot than at any time in his 
career. 

Though we give a driving edge to Freddie Alter, the 
steady U.S. I will probably be outclassed by Gale VI. 

In the West, in spite of Hawaii Kai’s 1957 high-point 
title, and blazing 187.627 mph mile straightaway record 
with a 194.649 mph clocking over the kilo distance, we con- 
sider the rebuilt Maverick to be 1958's fastest Unlimited. 
Her driver, Air Force pilot Bill Stead, has had three years 
of seasoning and rancher Bill Waggoner’s Allison powered- 
Jones hull can be looked to as a potential 200 mph straight- 
away record breaker before the season is over. The Maver- 
ick should be the sprinting sensation of Lake Washington. 

At the time of this writing the Mike Welsch and Asso- 
ciates’ Hawaii Kai, driven to four major Unlimited trophy 
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wins by Jack Regas in 1957, is up for sale at $80,000, in- 
cluding five Rolls power plants. However, she is almost 
certain to be in the water again for the big one under 
present or new ownership. 

The cabover-designed Thriftyway Too will doubtless be 
the largest boat in the race at 34’. Her driver Bryan Wygle 
has learned the knack of handling her in the corners and 
she should make the final. Her new running mate, Miss 
Thriftway, has speed on her, however, and is driven by 
seasoned helmsman Muncey, who has the psychological ad- 
vantage of two previous Gold Cup wins in his favor. 

There are dozens of other potentials, including Bill Boe- 
ing’s Miss Wahoo, which is still being held under wraps but 
doubtless, like Kai, will be out for the qualifying trials the 
week before the Gold Cup. 

Miss Spokane, a nearly identical hull to Wahoo, doesn’t 
quite have the fleetness of some of the others and has a new 
driver, Captain Dallas Sartz, U.S.A.F., who, if he qualifies, 
will be in his first Gold Cup event.

who'll have sentimental backers because he’s strictly a hob- 
by boat builder and an ex-army sergeant in a millionaires’ 
sport. But Gilliam will do well to get in the field. 

Al Benson, who drove Miss Seattle last year, will pilot 
Miss Pay-N-Save. Miss Seattle, the former Slo-Mo-Shun V, 
modified and rebuilt, is scheduled for throttle work by 
Chuck Hickling, but neither of these two boats have the 
speed to go the 90 miles at a winner’s pace. 

Others that may make the field but won't be among the 
favorites are Peter Wouck’s Miss Burien, Austin Snell's 
Coral Reef (the former Miss Rocket of Tacoma), A. S. 
Marcy’s My Darlin’ registered from Springfield, IIl., 
D. Phillip Murphy’s Breathless, Breathless 2 and Muvalong. 
They are only outside chances, as is Miss U.S. 1V, another 
Simon boat from Detroit. 

To go out on a limb, we would say that in the show down, 
the race will go to either Maverick or Miss Thriftway, the 
latter favored because of the smooth pacing job that can 
be expected of Muncey.

by no means should it be taken without an experienced 
guide. Only boats built to withstand pounding against 
rocks should be used. Below the canyon, however, there 
are stretches of river as smooth as a millpond where the 
smallest outboard can be used in complete safety. 

At the Grand-Granby-Shadow Mountain lake area, the 
season Officially opens with the start of the fishing season, 
May 17. At this time there is still much snow on the 
mountains, and the streams are roilly. But fishing is good 
in the lakes. Good catches of Rainbow, Native and Brook 
trout are common, as well as Kokanee Salmon. The Ko- 
kanee, a fresh-water salmon, was recently introduced by 
the Colorado Game and Fish Department. Trolling is best 
in the early part of the season; later on fly casting from a 
slow-moving boat will produce good results. 

Hundreds of boats use the lakes all summer. Visitors 
are often surprised to see roomy, seaworthy yachts here, 
so far from any large natural body of water. Well-equipped 
marinas, with dockage and repair facilities, are also present. 
One of these, Norton’s Marina, is shaped like a huge boat. 
Not long ago the Norton family owned a comfortable ranch 
in the valley. When Granby Dam was built, turning the 
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Colorado lakes that 
are inaccessible by road, 
can only be reached by 
pack horse. These lakes, 
fed by mountain streams, 
are ideal for the foldboat 
enthusiast or fisherman. 





valley into Granby Lake, Frank Norton turned what might 
have been misfortune into a thriving business. His marina 
is busy year around, as he handles repairs, reconditioning 
and storage during the off season. 

The annual Grand Lake Regatta, highest yacht race in 
the world, is a colorful event. Run on a comparatively 
small course, it challenges the skill of contestants because 
of fish-tail windings down the canyon. This year the races 
will be held during the week of August 17, and the three- 
day event terminates with a full-dress banquet and ball, pre- 
sided over by the commodore of the Grand Lake Yacht 
Club, Martin Harrington. Granby’s commodore, Ken 
Goss, commutes 100 miles to Denver during the summer. 

The Platte River, which flows into the Missouri River, 
then into the Mississippi, originates in Colorado. Recently 
four canoeists, starting on the Platte, traveled 4500 miles 
of waterways to wind up at Old Town, Maine. 

Some of the rivers feeding into the Colorado, such as the 
Gunnison, Yampa, Eagle, Fraser and others, are good for 
fast-water boating during spring and early summer. The 
Fraser a favorite fishing spot of President Eisenhower, is 
a turbulent, fast, winding river that flows through the 
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Sailing two miles above sea level, boats at right

Arapahoe National Forest. It is not recommended for the 
inexperienced, and those outboarders who do use it carry 
plenty of spare shear pins. 

In June each year, white-water races are held on the 
Arkansas River, near Salida. Contestants from all over 
the world race down the river in foldboats and canoes. 
Spectators may view the race from a special train, on a 
route which follows the course of the river, or watch from 
vantage points along the shore. 

Conditions can get rough on these river runs. In May 
of this year a party of 105 boats and nearly 400 persons 
started on an expedition down the Green River. They 
ran into a quick, unpredicted windstorm that capsized four 
boats and stranded 20 others at various points along the 
river. No lives were lost and there were no serious injuries, 
thanks to safety precautions made in advance of the run. 

On Sloans Lake, within Denver’s city limits, there’s a 
great deal of water-skiing activity. Scores of boats and 
hundreds of skiers participate every weekend during the 
summer. Once this was the capital of “dry land country;” 
now lakes are being built to store water and the importance 
of water as a recreational resource is beginning to be 
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recognized as well. Denver has only recently come into 
its own as a boating center, but now the annual Sports Show 
is dominated by boats and motors. 

Fishing, of course, is still a major drawing card. Nearly 
all of Colorado’s lakes offer excellent fishing. Most have 
Rainbow, Native and Brook trout; Marvine Lakes, near 
Meeker, have these and Cutthroat and Lake trout. Delaney 
Butte Lakes in North Park have Loch Laven, or German 
Brown. The prairie lakes, such as Bonny, North Sterling 
and Jumbo, offer Crappie, Black Bass, White Bass, Ring 
Perch and Walleyes. Grayling can be caught in the White 
River, in the northwest corner of the state. 

Grand Mesa, a sprawling, flat-topped mountain near 
Grand Junction, has hundreds of lakes on it, alone. About 
20 of these are fairly large, and accessible from the high- 
way. 

Today’s westerner is likely to ride the range roads by 
car with a boat and trailer in tow. From the Red Feather 
Lakes above Fort Collins to the north to the Model Reser- 
voirs south near Trinidad, big time boating has come to 
Colorado to stay.

HEY have not a ghost of a chance for the cup and I 
Pon conscientiously concede them only one race in 

five. But in my heart I hope they win them all and 
take the old mug back home to Cowes on England’s Isle 
of Wight, the place where it came from 107 years ago. 

I am speaking of the America’s Cup and by “they” I 
mean Hugh Goodson, overlord of the Royal Yacht Squad- 
ron syndicate, Commander Samuel Brooks, R.N., the 
helmsman, and their complement of gallant Englishmen 
aboard Sceptre, the 17th challenger for the trophy our side 
has never lost. 

Sceptre will make her supreme effort against one to-be- 
named American defender this September off Newport, 
R. I. This will be match racing, and the first side to win 
four times, like baseball’s World Series, takes the cup. 

For what appear to be the soundest of reasons. I give 
Sceptre just one day of glory and four days of defeat on 
the open-ocean courses off Brenton Reef. Such a setback 
is to be regretted as it most probably will result in another 
long period of dormancy for the cup, which lay fallow in 
the New York Yacht Club 21 years after the 1937 rout 
of Endeavour II by Ranger. 

A great showing on Sceptre’s part would keep alive this 
most wonderful, and expensive, of yachting events. But 
I must believe, with a tear, that the English yacht will prove 
to be outdesigned, outsailed, outrigged and probably out- 
lucked by the defender. 

OUTDESIGNED? 

Yes, because the evidence stacks high against David 
Boyd, the 55-year-old pipe-smoking Scotsman who won 
the naval architect’s contest and the contract to design the 
challenger to the International Twelve-Meter Rule. The 
latter sets a rigid set of conditions for the boats which as- 
suredly will be sound, solidly constructed sloops of from

Harold S. Vanderbilt, 
her owner, took Vim to England that summer and royally 
trounced every British Twelve in sight. The record—19 
first, four seconds, four thirds in 27 starts! 

The English have never quite recovered from Vim’s 
sweep. One expert wrote recently in Britain’s Yachting 
Monthly, “The results showed the really enormous super- 
iority of Vim over her rivals, a part of which must have 
been due to superiority in design. Her ability to windward 
was her most impressive characteristics.” 

Of Vim today Captain John Matthews, her owner, re- 
cently denied that any changes had been made in the boat 
with these words, “How could you be sure of improving 
something that sails so well, that balances so beautifully? 
She goes like the devil in light air, and she goes like the 
devil when it blows—what would I change?” 

Can we expect that Boyd, with access only to his draw- 
ing boards and the fallible models in the tank testing ap- 
paratus at Saunders-Roe, has overcome, let alone passed, 
the design lead of Vim? Such an accomplishment is seri- 
ously doubted here. 

® Vim was designed by Olin Stephens, the same Stephens 
that drew up Columbia, one of America’s three 1958 
Twelves. Like Boyd, the 49-year-old Stephens is not much 
of a talker but he does concede that there has been room 
for improvement in Columbia over Vim, if only because 
of 20 years advancement in the technology of naval engi- 
neering, specifically in materials. 

If Columbia proves faster than Vim—or if the Philip 
Rhodes-designed Weatherly is faster than Columbia—or 
if Easterner, the fourth U. S. contender, designed by C. 
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Raymond Hunt, goes faster than everyone—if any such 
an eventuality comes to pass, will this not leave the Scots- 
man 20 years behind the times? 

® Boyd has sent out a number of six-meter boats against 
U. S. counterparts without distinguishing success. A Boyd 
yacht did win a Seawanhaka Cup in mid-1930’s but the 
trophy quickly went back to American shores. The Boyd 
‘Sixes’ that raced in the Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht 
Club’s six-week series, against yachts of five nations on 
Long Island Sound in 1953, were no great shakes. Titia, 
a Boyd product now in Canada, did beat the leaking, an- 
cient Goose for the Seawanhaka Cup in 1956, but lost it 
back again the next year to a newly-built Goose that copied 
the original designs. Who designed Goose? Olin Stephens. 

® The English sailors have taken a number of defeats 
from U. S. yachts in international-rule racing but appar- 
ently are unwilling to help themselves catch up in these 
competitive, open design fields. Once they were given an 
opportunity to crib some U.S.A. know-how, an invitation 
that may have been too subtle to recognize. It was ex- 
tended in this manner: 

Llanoria was the name of the U. S. six-meter boat that 
won the Olympic gold medal at the 1948 games off Tor- 
quay, England. At that time traditional six-meter com- 
petition between Britain and America had reached such 
an unequal level that our Olympians reportedly decided 
to “give” Llanoria’s lines to their English cousins. 

The theory was that if the British copied Lianoria and 
built a duplicate they would bring themselves up even with 
the U. S. So after the games Lianoria was hauled and left 
on blocks in a shipyard for a month, hopeful that someone 
would take off her lines. 

Alas, no one, Limey or Yank, came near her the entire 
time, the offering was unaccepted, and Lianoria went on 
to win a second Olympic ‘gold’ at Helsinki in 1952. 

Honest, wonderful sports these English yachtsmen, ex- 
cellent losers. 

OUTRIGGED? 

Yes, Sceptre will carry equipment—specifically sails— 
inferior to that on any one of the four U. S. yachts which 
winds up her antagonist. This no one can help for the 
advantage is a result of the great American industrial 
machine. 

Our side will have a secret new Dacron sailcloth, a syn- 
thetic unavailable to the challenger and one that could 
mean a tenth of a knot or more additional speed for the 
home side. And a tenth of a knot advantage in match 
racing, friends, means four victories to zip—1,2,3,4. 

This new Dacron is called Defender cloth and was the 
result of a $50,000 research program conducted by Alex- 
ander Lamport & Brothers, a New York textile house that 
supplies over half of the U. S. synthetic sailcloth. Defender 
cloth’s uniqueness lies in a new hard finishing process which 
has reduced porosity to very nearly zero. 

Any of our four Twelves can buy sails in this cloth 
from Ratsey & Lapthorn, the sailmakers from City Island, 
Bronx, N. Y., who have been cutting suits for the Cup 
defenders since 1920. 

The parent Ratsey & Lapthorn firm is at Cowes, Eng- 
land, where it has been since 1790. Uncles and cousins of 
the American Ratsey family staff the loft at Cowes. The 
story goes that an English Ratsey recently approached an 
American Ratsey on the possibility of obtaining some De- 
fender-brand Dacron for Sceptre. The answer was the 
’ Bronx equivalent to “Go to, Bucko, not a chance.” Cup 
traditions run thicker than blood. 
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Capture THE CUP? 


In other equipment matters—run- 
ning rigging, aluminum spars, paints 
and hull construction—there should 
be little to choose between challenger 
and defender because no expense has 
been spared on gear. 

OUTSAILED? 

Here is the heart of the matter, for it 
would appear that this America’s Cup 
series will be decided, more than any in 
the past, by the men who sail the boats. 

Even if Sceptre comes out even with the American 
vessel on matters of design and equipment, her crew will 
face the toughest kind of competitors. I cannot believe 
the British Empire has within its far flung borders the same 
kind of hard driving, methodical amateur sailors who are 
staffing our Twelves, fellows like Rod Stephens and Arthur 
Knapp, both master yacht tuners who can never let a boat 
alone. As Harold S. Vanderbilt, hero of Rainbow and 
Ranger, wrote some years ago, “A cup boat is never 
finished, never perfect.” 

Hugh Somerville, an English yachting author, supported 
my contention when he recently wrote, “This is quite a task 
(training a crew and tuning Sceptre), considering how few 
people in this country have any working knowledge of 
large synthetic sails, large alloy masts or large racing 
boats.” 

Our cruising yachts have done well in English waters the 
past few seasons, particularly a yawl called Carina II, 
owned and sailed by Richard S. Nye of Greenwich, Conn. 
Carina won the last two Fastnet races, 1955, 1957, and the 
Fastnet is the most difficult, high prestige event on Eng- 
land’s yachting schedule. 

The British yachtsmen, who for years knocked our wide- 
beamed cruising boats as unsafe bathtubs, now grant that 
the broad centerboarder design has merit, but last year 
they were even more enthusiastic about the Carina crew. 

E. P. de Guingand, an Englishman, rode Carina in the 
violent Fastnet last August which knocked out 29 of 41 
starters, but none of the three American yachts. After- 
wards he said, “No pains are spared to see that the ship 

(Carina) and her gear are brought to as great a state of 
perfection for the job at hand as possible, and her crew 
are trained to the same perfection as the ship . . . Dick 
Nye handpicks his crews and they are as tough and com- 
petent a lot as it is possible to find . . . (They were) a 
fit, strong crew who knew all the answers and worked 
together as a well-trained team.” 

Now the crew of Carina was a good one but not ex- 
ceptional from our standards. In the many yacht clubs 
between New York and Boston a crew like Carina’s can be 
recruited every 30 miles and the cream of this harvest now 
goes on our Twelves. 

Another item about a single individual who startled, even 
shocked, staid old Cowes in 1955. This was Ray Hunt, the 
naval architect from Boston who designed Chandler Hov- 
ey’s Easterner for the U. S. cup trials and will sail aboard 
the boat. Hunt was at Cowes Race Week in 1955 with Har- 
rier, a conventional, stock 41-foot Concordia sloop that had 
neither a fat beam nor a centerboard. Day after day ‘| 
Harrier beat the English and wound up with seven firsts 
in seven starts. 

Hunt and the other American candidates will have the 
tremendous advantage of intense competition among one 
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‘She may be outdesigned, outrigged and probably outlucked' 


another up to within 10 days of the start of the final series 
on September 20. In fact the last U. S. trials that begin 
after Labor Day promise to prove more thrilling and keenly 
contested than the Cup races themselves. Whichever de- 
fender comes against Sceptre will be honed and tuned to 
razor-blade sharpness by two months of cutthroat sea fight- 
ing. 

But Commander Brooks, at this writing the designated 
skipper of Sceptre, will have had only a 20-year-old trial 
horse, Evaine, to work against before the challenger is 
shipped to America in August. 

The British have always been outsailed in the cup races, 
showing only five firsts in 46 starts since the first challenge 
of 1870. It looks here like the Sceptre crew cannot change 
the story in 1958. 

OUTLUCKED? 

Designer Boyd, no doubt in concurrence with Good- 
son’s R.Y.S. syndicate, took a calculated gamble in turning 
out Sceptre as a heavy-weather boat. She has anywhere 
from 16 to 36 per cent more displacement than the UV. S. 
Twelves, a minimum waterline length of 44 feet and, at 
2,000 square feet, up to five percent more sail area. This 
is a tricky combination that favors a blow. The American 
designs are more moderate compromises for generalized 
conditions. 

The gamble is this. The start and finish of the race 
course locates nine miles south-southeast of Brenton Reef 
lightship, or about 14 miles off the Rhode Island shore. 
This area is between Block Island on the west and Martha’s 
Vineyard to the northeast. If you went due east from the 
cup course your next stop would be Spain. 

The Royal Yacht Squadron sent an observer, Com- 
mander Brooks, over last September to take ‘a look at this 
water. He chartered a yacht for two weeks and found Vim 
and another Twelve, Gleam, tuning up on the course. The 
commander also found the seas rough, the wind strong, and 
went home with these impressions which found their way 
into Sceptre’s hull. 

But was he correct? Olin Stephens has said of Newport 
breezes in early fall, “September is a transition month 
when you can run into any kind of weather. The designer 
is thus forced into the position of making a guess on what 
he may run into and hoping for the best.” 

Would it not be just the Englishmen’s luck to hope for 
the best—a moderate gale—and end up with four days of 
light breeze? 

I consider the weather plot vital and for that reason alone 
I can see Sceptre winning one of the races. This, let us im- 
agine, will come on a gray day when a northeaster blows 
down from Buzzards Bay at around 30 knots, a breeze that 
will cancel out the American advantages of sails and hull 
design. 

Let us reconstruct that occasion. The series begins on a 
Saturday, the 20th, before a prodigious spectator fleet, 
500 vessels of all sizes from 30-foot open fishing boats to 
a couple of Nantucket and Martha’s Vineyard steamers, 
floating grandstands this day. 

Sceptre, we are supposing, was beaten on opening day 
and again on Sunday. Behind 2-0, Goodson and Com- 
_mander Brooks request a layover day on Monday to re-tune 
the boat and to see if they cannot get better windward 
work out of her. For Sceptre has trailed the defender 
through every windward leg. 

Which is the defender? At this writing I can only guess, 
with you, the name of the ship that persevered during the 
arduous trials. For the sake of this narrative our selection 
says the gallant old Vim. Yes, she stood off the challenge 
of the three new and possibly faster boats, thanks to a 
magnificent crew that was on top of every situation. 

As expected no buckets or barnacles are found on 
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Sceptre’s keel when she was hauled out, a two-time loser, 
at Newport Shipyard on Monday. A storm blew up late 
that day and by Tuesday morning, the 23rd, it is howling. 

The long seas cause a delay in reaching the starting area 
for the Cup entourage, the race committee 83-footer; the 
New York Yacht Club Cup committee vessel of 110-feet; 
the big Navy destroyer escorts for the huge press contingent, 
and the Coast Guard fleet of patrol boats. There is little 
to patrol today for the weekend’s spectator flotillas have 
dwindled to a dozen of the larger, hardier ships. This is 
the ocean, it is a stinking day, and seasickness had made 
inroads on the press boat. 

Matters are not entirely serene on the committee boat, 
which left Brenton Cove at 8 a.m. in the morning. The 
start was scheduled for 11:15 a.m. but John S. Dickerson, 
the race committee chairman, has put out a postponement 
signal and mulls over the personal implications in which 
he might become involved should he cancel today’s race. 

Dickerson, a broad beamed character with a rolling Vic- 
torian mustache, has, against heavy odds, survived a rugged 
summer. Tecumseh, as Dickerson is called, and his five 
aides, “my committee,” has made no glaring errors, in- 
sulted few competitors, and with a perfect record so far 
the chairman decides to go ahead with the day’s race. If 
he cancelled and the wind subsequently abates he might 
look foolish, which is often the fate of race committee 
chairmen. 

The start is made at noon and as usual at the line 24- 
year-old Donny Matthews, skipper of the defender, has 
Vim on top of Sceptre in the favored position. 

With Matthews in the small cockpit is Mosbacher, the 
relief helmsman, brother Dick Matthews, the navigator, 
and Bradley Noyes. Up forward there is Dick Bertram, 
the spinnaker man, while Frederick (Ted) Hood, the sail 
trimmer, is located just aft the mast, his eves always on 
the headsail. The latter today is a working jib, in respect 
to the heavy weather, with the usual big genoa lying below, 
stopped and ready to go in the cavernous sail bins. 

The course is 24-miles triangular, eight miles to a leg, 
and this day will constitute a beat to the source of the wind 
toward Sakonnet Point, next a spinnaker reach out to sea 
and then a broad reach back to the start. 

As it turns out, only the first leg is important. Sceptre 
loves the weather and stands upright to the nor’easter’s 
power. This is the kind of stuff that David Boyd had built 
her for, the blow that Sam Brooks had been awaiting for 
two weeks. The challenger gradually but with conviction 
sails right through the laboring Vim’s lee as heavy swells 
break over the bows of both, white water sweeping down 
the decks. Sceptre keeps going, opens water ahead of Vim, 
tacks twice to cover her foe and reaches the weather mark 
two minutes, eight seconds ahead of the defender. The 
British Lion roars for the first time. 

Vim chops 20 seconds off that lead on the downwind 
leg as both crews strain at holding in place the huge, pow- 
erful spinnakers against the quartering sea. 

Vim takes back 32 seconds more on the reach home but 
Sceptre holds on to win, by a minute and 16 seconds, and 
this is England’s first America’s Cup race win in 24 years. 

After the wear and tear of the 30-knot northeaster, the 
Matthews camp asks for, and is granted, a day off on Tues- 
day. It is 2-1 in races, Vim’s advantage. The wind abates, : 
the sea quiets, a bright, clear westerly wind breaks through 
on Wednesday and Vim easily wins her two additional 
races that day and the next. 

The trophy goes back to its stand in the New York 
Yacht Club’s townhouse on West 44th Street, Manhattan, 
and another chapter of the America’s Cup history, in 
content a familiar one, we visualize to be closed.

ANY moons have flushed and waned since the first Indians scooped out tree trunks to 
M paddle about in the wilderness, and bound birch bark to cedar frames to make 
lighter, faster boats. The final result of their craftsmanship was such a masterpiece of 
functional beauty that today’s favorite canoes have not changed, except in details of construc- 
tion and materials. The modern canoe may be built of wood frame and planking, a com- 
bination of wood and canvas, molded plywood, fiberglas, or aluminum—but the basic design 
of the Indians’ boat dominates and guides the builder. 

There is good reason to adhere to the original model. Considering the service for which 
it was conceived, no other type of craft provides a satisfactory substitute for the canoe, its 
universal popularity attests to this. It is primarily in models of Old Town, White and Jackson 
canoes that I have gained my experience, many of them built by Penobscot Indians who 
live on an island reservation near Old Town, Maine. 

An addition to the ancient art is outboard power. The motor saves a lot of time and work 
traveling to and from the best fishing areas on the big lakes, and it can be cocked up and the 
canoe paddled when quiet fly fishing is desired. 

Advantages of the canoe are quietness and iits adaptability to remote waters. It is in- 
valuable to the nature student, the wildlife photographer, the hunter jumping ducks or stalk- 
ing deer come down to drink. It is a boon to the fisherman casting for wise and wary trout

THE BOW STROKE 














The paddler pulls directly backward 
with his lower arm, and pushes for- 
ward and across the front of his body 
with his upper arm, submerging all of 
the blade of the paddle. The elbow of 
the upper arm is raised now to shoul- 
der height to get maximum power 
with that arm, Pull with both arms.

To begin, hands should not be 

more than a few inches farther apart 
than width of paddler’s shoulders 
as shown at left. Lower arm is 
extended in a relaxed position, upper 
hand is held at shoulder height. 
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with a dry fly. Of major importance to the woodsmen, 
many streams can be navigated only in a canoe. Little 
eight and ten footers are perfect for exploring beyond 
beaver flowages inaccessible to other craft. 

But one doesn’t need to be a woodsman or a fisherman 
to appreciate the attractions of canoeing. Even the Sunday 
canoeist out for a paddle on the city park lagoon knows the 
pleasures and the body building profits of the sport. 
Campers continue to employ canoes for practical and 
romantic reasons. As a matter of fact, several regions of un- 
spoiled wilderness waterways in my country have been set 
aside for the exclusive use of canoeists. They are a camper’s 
paradise. And how many hundreds of boys’, and girls’ 
camps use canoes and operate close to Indian traditions? 

After many years of experience as guide, hunter, angler, 
trapper, and naturalist, my personal choice of canoes is a 
canvas and cedar guides’ model of eighteen feet (with a 
small keel for lake work, and no keel for white water 
canoeing.) It should have a fairly wide beam amidships, 
low sides, a flat floor, and open gunwales for easy draining 
when tipped up. My favorite stern paddle is of maple, its 
top reaching up to my eyes when stood vertically on the 
ground. 

Learning to handle a canoe properly is not difficult. The 
most important requisite at the beginning is to know that 
the canoe is as safe as any other small craft. 
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There are some canoeists who can paddle in a kneeling 
position for hours at a stretch. Many others cannot. It is 
better that the beginner do his paddling from the stern seat. 
There are times, however, when all canoeists drop to their 
knees to gain greater stability in a strong and sudden wind 
shift, or in rough rapids; but most of the paddling will be 
done from the stern seat and it is on that perch that I would 
advise the novice to learn the fundamentals of canoeing. 

The “J” stroke, so popular with many canoeists, is used 
less by professional guides in Maine and Canada. It in- 
volves too much steering, causes the canoe to weave slightly 
and tends to check the free run of the craft between strokes. 
The stroke favored by the guides in my country is one 
in which there is no excessive forward reach. The paddle 
blade enters the water just ahead of the knee. The power 
is delivered by thrusting with the upper arm, which is held 
out straight, and by rocking forward. 

If you are paddling in the bow while a companion 
paddles and steers in the stern, you should maintain an even 
tempo in your strokes. It is both difficult and tiring for the 
sternman when he is forced to constantly change tempo. A 
snappy, rapid stroke is best and less tiring too, than one 
that is long and dragged out. 

When running a stretch of rapids, the bowman should 
restrict himself to a pull stroke on either side. He should 
not attempt to steer. A rudder stroke will almost invariably 
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The stroke, below, is completed with the 
upper arm fully extended and the pad- 
dier’s hand over the water. The hand 

of the lower arm stops the backward 
pull alongside the paddler’s hip. 

The effective-power interval is from 

the forward position to just beyond 

the vertical position. The stopping 
point comes naturally to most paddlers. 
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In the recovery, the bow paddler 
relaxes both arms, as above, drops his 
upper arm as though into the canoe, 
and returns paddle to the starting 
position with a wide sweep in which 
the blade is feathered at a slight 
angle to the water. Little bedy 

motion other than slight rotation 

of trunk and shoulders is required. 














cause the canoe to swing broadside in the fast moving 
stream. Also the bowman should never attempt to spear an 
obstruction and try to thrust the canoe away from it. If 
he misses, or if the paddle slips or is caught, he is very apt 
to get a cold ducking. If he succeeds in making solid con- 
tact with the obstruction, he will cause the canoe to spin 
sideways. 

In a quartering wind out on the lake, the bowman can be 
very helpful if he will pull into the wind a bit as he begins 
each stroke. This will reduce the amount of steering by the 
sternman; the canoe will run more freely and the stern- 
man’s strokes will be more effective. 

While the paddle is used on quiet water and running 
down rapids, the pole is used in working the canoe up 
turbulent stretches. The canoe pole of spruce or ash is 
about ten feet long and is fitted with a metal pic on the 
bottom end to prevent slipping on rocky stream beds. 


The position of the standing poler should be a bit for-. 


ward of the stern seat. His stance should be made with 
feet apart and braced, for balance, with the shin of the 
forward leg firm against the thwart. The first movement 
in the use of the pole is to throw the pointed end downward 
to the stream bottom with the lower hand. The point should 
strike the bottom just a bit behind the poler, and the pole 
should be held as close to the gunwale as possible, 

With the sharp point of the pole firmly set on bottom, the 
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canoe is moved forward by thrusting. As the canoe re- 
sponds and moves upstream, it is also controlled with the 
pole. In making the recovery for the next thrust, the pole 
is thrown upward and forward with the upper hand and is 
caught with the lower hand. Quickly checking the course, 
the second thrust is made—and so on up through the fast 
water. 

The fundamentals of poling can be learned quickly, then, 
as in everything else about canoeing, practice will make 
perfect. 

Proper loading of gear in a canoe is important, particu- 
larly when running fast water. On a lake or pond a canoe 
should be loaded so that it rides level in the water. A well- 
trimmed canoe will run much farther with each stroke 
of the paddle than one which is loaded out of balance. If 
the bow is heavier than the stern, the canoe will plough 
and yaw and, as a result, the poor fellow in the stern will 
have to struggle for control with every stroke. If the bow 
is light, his problem will be equally great as every puff of 
wind swings the craft off course. 

When paddling alone with a loaded canoe, I keep one 
fairly heavy piece of compact duffel free so that it can 
be shifted to adjust the trim. The load should be kept as 
low as possible for steadiness and reduced wind resistance. 
When running my canoe alone without a load, I always 
carry a sack of sand, or several large rocks on a piece of

canvas in the bow. The time devoted to making sure the 
canoe is properly trimmed will be made up many times 
over in the course of the trip. 

The rules change considerably on fast water. For ex- 
ample, when poling or motoring upstream, the bow should 
be light; and when coming downstream, the bow should 
be heavy. The deep end of the canoe will be pulled down- 
stream by the current. The greatest danger in fast water is 
that the canoe will be swung sideways, swamp and perhaps 
be damaged. Proper trim can help avert this. 
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The “J” stroke is used by a solo 
canoeist or the stern paddler in a 
team. Also known as a steering 

stroke, the paddler begins it with 
the paddle slightly away from the 
side of the canoe, his top hand out 
over the water, as at left, and pro- 
ceeds with a slight diagonal draw. 


Object of the stroke is to hold the 
bow of the canoe over towards the 
paddling side. The midpoint of 

the “J” is similar to the bow 
stroke except that the canoeist 
tries to paddle under the side as 
much as possible. Beyond that point 
he gradually turns the inside of the 
paddle blade aft to a final angle 

of 45 degrees from the center line. 

















These rules of loading are especially important when a 
canoe is being hauled up or let down a stretch of rapids on 
a rope. 

Like all small boats, the canoe can be turned over or 
swamped if improperly handled. But it should be remem- 
bered that even in such predicaments, the passengers have 
no need to panic, for the canoe is a very good life preserver. 

Under. no circumstances should a canoeman leave his 
canoe and strike out swimming. Neither should he leave 
the canoe bottom side up and attempt to cling to the keel, 
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From halfway through the stroke to 
its completion, the sternman 
performs the “J” stroke precisely 
as in solo paddling, turning the 
inside edge of the blade aft in a 
steering action, as at right. 





















The one-knee cruising position is 
called the “relief position” because 
it is a popular alternate to kneel- 
ing. The canoeist extends one leg 
forward and sits on a thwart. With 
the other knee firm on the bottom 
of the canoe, he can paddle with 
security and comparative comfort. 


nor should he join hands with the bowman across the 
swamped canoe. The hands may become so badly chilled 
in the air that they can no longer maintain a grip. Instead, 
the canoe should be righted so that the canoeist can hold 
onto the gunwale under the water. Better still, since a 
canoe will support several times its own weight submerged, 
the best plan is to carefully climb in, sit in the center on 
the floor and either paddle with the hands or drift ashore. 
Balancing in a swamped canoe isn’t easy, but with care and 
common sense it can be accomplished. 
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_TANDEM PADDLING 


In tandem paddling, the sternman 
uses the “J” stroke as often as 
necessary to keep the canoe on its 
course. He doesn’t employ the 
diagonal draw, as in solo paddling, 
but makes his catch close to 

the side of the canoe, as shown at 
left, and pulls directly aft. 





The stern paddler should sit well 
aft in the canoe to permit his 
stroke to be made as close to the 
centerline of the canoe as possible. 


I have found the canoe an exceptionally safe craft. 
Those who condemn it are invariably inexperienced boat- 
men who have been involved in needless accidents. 

A final word to the prospective canoeist. The fun and the 
utility of the canoe does not stop at the edge of the land. 
In the event of a rain squall, you need look no further 
than your graceful Indian craft for shelter. Haul it up on 
the beach, turn it over, crawl under, stretch out and listen 
to the restful music of rain drops on the “roof”.

POPULAR 
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FLYING BRIDGE SEA SKIFF 


Light, fast and very stable for its size, 


this boat is exceptionally easy to steer and has no

where the Luhrs Sea Skiffs are built, a head popped 

over the gunwales of the shell of an embryonic 
skiff. Then, hammer in hand, clad in an old faded shirt 
and much-mended khakis, Henry Luhrs pulled himself up 
and grinned at me. “We're alli Indians here,” he said. “No 
chiefs.” 

Hen, or Henny, as he is called, started his own boat yard 
back in 1931, a one-man operation. The Luhrs yard now 
consists of a group of frame and brick buildings on Morgan 
Creek, Morgan, N. J., and is staffed by more than 60 em- 
ployees. It’s in the heart of the nation’s skiff-building cen- 
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Wives I first walked into the Morgan Yacht Basin 


ter, and Luhrs’ production of more than 500 units a year 

makes him a top producer of New Jersey Sea Skiffs. 
Luhrs’ new 27’ flying bridge shelter cabin model is of 
particular interest, as heretofore 34’ was considered the 
minimum length practical for a flying bridge skiff. The 
skiff, with its shallow draft and light struciure, is inherently 
a high-speed boat, and in smaller models the addition of a 
flying bridge could raise the center of gravity above the wa- 
terline, disturbing both speed and stability characteristics. 
But pre-test reports indicated that the new 27-footer re- 
tained the fleetness and stability of the previous 26’ shelter

cabin skiffs. The flying bridge model, in a modest price 
range, was also said to incorporate the fine handling char- 
acteristics of this offshore design with good quality work- 
manship and a reputation for rugged durability. 

With standard equipment, the boat lists at $5950. In- 
cluded are a 125 hp Chrysler Crown engine with dual 
manual controls with Ross positive pipe steering, two V- 
bunks complete with cushions, fish well, sliding side win- 
dows, divided windshields that open outwards, marine 
toilet, electric bilge pump, flying bridge ladder, 60-gallon 
fuel tank, instrument panel, folding upholstered helms- 
man’s chair with foot rest, complete hardware and lights, 
mooring lines, anchor line, 18-pound anchor, two fire ex- 
tinguishers, and an electric windshield wiper. 

Though the skiffs are advertised as 27-footers, inevitably 
they are slightly longer. The beam is advertised as 9/2”, 
also a minimum figure. With an 87” waterline beam at the 
transom, the skiff is remarkably stable for its size and type. 
To compensate for the weight of the flying bridge, the keel 
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Conduit pipes that carry electric wiring, remote 
shift and steering linkage to flying bridge are 
placed to give least obstruction to view forward.

is 10” to 14” deeper than that on the Luhrs’ 26’ skiff, basis 
for the new design. Live weight of the hull is far enough 
aft to keep the propeller (or propellers in dual installa- 
tions) in the water at any speed or on any water, and yet 
enough bearing is retained forward for good control. 

The Luhrs rates an above-average for safety. With three 
adults aboard, all on the flying bridge, it was remarkably 
stable, even moving out through the chop and ground 
swells in the channel rounding Sandy Hook as we took her 
offshore into the Atlantic. The model used on these off- 
shore tests was equipped with a 215 hp Dearborn Intercep- 
tor with a 1%4:1 gear ratio, fitted with a three-blade 17x14 
Columbian Hydroflite wheel. This powerhouse may supply 
more horses than this hull needs. 

We took the skiff at its maximum 3400 rpm over the 
high, rolling wake of a large buoy tender which was head- 
ing in through the inlet at about 14 knots. The prop held 
well, and the entry of the skiff into the waves was soft and 
easy, due to the sharp V clipper-type bow. 
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Transparent, dome-type sky vent on forward hatch is 
included on deluxe version of the Luhrs Sea Skiff. 
Note the hawse hole in the mooring bit. 


In handling characteristics, I'd stack this 27-footer 
against anything of her size in clinker construction in fol- 
lowing seas, quartering, running in troughs, or plunging 
bow-on into the seas. It turned well with little tendency 
to heel alarmingly, even at high speed. When engine speed 
was cut from top rpm to idle, it had no tendency to bury 
its bow. I doubt that anything short of a hurricane could 
cause it to pitch-pole. It was exceptionally easy to steer, 
showed little tendency to yaw, and did not need constant 
correction to keep it on course. 

Considering the shallow 2’ draft and relatively light weight 
(6000 pounds), the Luhrs was not particularly affected by 
wind in handling around the dock. However, in backing 
down, she would not go to port, despite repeated attempts, 
even to kicking the power forward, swinging the stern to 
port, then backing down. I attribute this to its overly-large 
prop for the 12”x14” rudder area. With the standard 125 
hp engine and 15x9 propeller, it does not have this 
problem. 

In inspecting the entire cockpit area, the cabin and 
protected shelter cabin, we found no protruding construc- 
tion members or hardware that would cause injury to pas- 
sengers. The overhead of the cockpit shelter is 75”, and 
the strength members have rounded edges. 

Two features caused it to lose an excellent safety rating. 
There is no grab rail along the shelter cabin top, and there 
is no secure handhold on the flying bridge ladder. 


The Luhrs rates an average for comfort. Even with the ~ 


smaller standard engine, prop torque caused a noticeable 
list to starboard at higher rpm’s. With the addition of a 
well-equipped galley on the portside, this weight almost 
completely offsets the torque effect. This galley, which 
includes ice box, sink, cupboards and a 15-gallon fresh 
water tank, is an optional extra available for $285. 

Another feature that detracted from comfort is the lack 
of a back rest and upholstery on the flying bridge bench. 
Luhrs, however, reports that future models will have the 
back rest as part of the boat’s standard equipment. 

The forward cabin was surprisingly roomy. Two V- 
bunks, padded with foam rubber mattresses, are 88” in 
length, 28” wide. To keep the center of gravity low, the 
bunks are only 17” off the floor. The Miller marine toilet, 
located under the port bunk, is specially cast in a lower 
version than the manufacturer’s standard models. 
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All-around white light at left of P-B’s test driver 
is required on boats of Class II. It can be raised 
to keep it above level of operator’s sight at night. 


A custom designed instrument panel is well located, 
with an easy-access panel on the after starboard cabin 
bulkhead. Included are tachometer, ammeter, oil pres- 
sure, water temperature and engine hour meter. The elec- 
tric windshield is American Bosch, well placed to give the 
helmsman good forward vision in rain. Electrical wiring, 
manual shift and steering linkage, and the Morse throttle 
control from the flying bridge pass through two stainless 
steel 144” diameter tubes, placed in a fore-and-aft line to 
cause the least obstruction to forward vision below. 

With the addition of the galley, two persons could live 
comfortably aboard for a weekend, though basically the 
boat is designed for the individual who wants to run well 
offshore for a day’s fishing, get there in a hurry, and get 
home again in the evening. 

Yet the fact that this high-speed fishing skiff can do 
double duty as a cabin cruiser is one of the features that 
led to an above-average rating for adaptability. 

A fish well with two access hatches, overboard drain and 
Monel lining is built into the stern. The clean cockpit 
makes it ideal for a fishing party, and the engine hatch 
can serve as a fishing chair, though there is ample room 
for installation of fishing chairs. 

One thoughtful conversion item is the readily detachable 
flying bridge ladder. This, with an extra set of hardware, 
can be used as a boarding ladder. 

Durability has always been a feature of great pride at 
the Morgan yard, and the 27-footer maintains the high 
standards of previous models, and so rates excellent in this 
category. It is ruggedly built, yet like all high-speed skiffs, 
light construction must be given consideration. Her 234” 
width sawed oak frames, oak keel and two fore-and-aft 
stringers of the same width (on single engine models) add 
great strength to the hull. Strakes are *4” thick finished 
cedar, riveted with copper to the oak ribs. The transom 
is of Philippine mahogany; cockpit decking, trim and shel- 
ter cabin trim are also of mahogany. 

The shelter cabin top is constructed with eight strength 
girders of 2”x1%4” stock, with a center strut of 3”x14”. 
Half-inch plywood is used to provide a solid flying bridge 
deck. Like the cabin deck, it is topped with heavy canvas. 

The boat is a pretty one, though plainly but well-finished 
and without extraneous trim. It earns an above-average

rating for styling. Exterior and interior can be finished to 
the buyer’s specifications, though the standard model has 
white planking, varnished mahogany cockpit flooring, barn 
red plywood floor plates in the shelter and fore cabins. 
The cabin offers no interior finish, though the exposed ribs 
and strakes are painted white. Despite the flying bridge, 
the clipper bow keeps the boat from appearing stubby. 

Luhrs’ hull design rates an excellent for speed. With the 
215 hp engine, it cruises at 2200 to 2300 rpm, with a speed 
of 25 mph. At maximum 3400 rpm, speed is 31 mph. 
With the standard 125 hp installation, a full fuel load and 
a near-capacity tank load of water, the boat showed 18 
mph at 2200 rmp and 24 mph at 3400 rpm. Three pas- 
sengers in addition to the helmsman were aboard. 

At cruising speed, this skiff burns 412 to 5 gallons an 
hour; at top speed fuel consumption goes up to more than

6 gallons an hour. This is still in a reasonable range, 
though naturally the engines should not be run at maxi- 
mum speed any length of time. 

One criticism which doesn’t fit any category concerns 
quality control on the production line. This was a failure 
to adequately vacuum wood chips and sawdust from the 
bilges before delivery. The owner could do this for him- 
self, as he is getting a lot of boat for his money. Luhrs re- 
ports that future models will have thoroughly-cleaned 
bilges. 

The Luhrs 27-footer is a boat that will take lots of abuse, 
stand up well in any reasonable offshore operation, and 
offer its owner pride in appearance, the convenience of 
flying bridge controls, and sprightly performance at a mod- 
erate cost.—HANK WIEAND BOWMAN. 
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This harbor which has been described as, ‘‘The best little harbor in Massachusetts 
Bay”’ is with a single exception, the only good port on the North Shore in heavy 
easterly weather.

Craig “Butch” Dewald is shy, deferential and solicitous. 
But once in a boat, he has just one purpose—to get out in 
| front and stay there. Just how often he has stayed in front 
in his six years of competition is attested to by his election 
| last fall to the Gulf Marine Hall of Fame, his two-time se- 
lection for an Outboard Silver Prop Award, and his choice 
by PopuLAR BoatTINc as one of four stock outboarders on 
its first annual Speedboating Honor Roll. 

Currently Butch holds the world’s A Runabout mile

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world’s mark at 53.552 mph. He was the American Power 
Boat Association’s professional high point winner in Class 
AU last year, and sectional high point winner in both runa- 
bout and hydro divisions for Region 3. He was also the 
country’s high point winner in marathon competition in 
1957, winning in his class at Norfolk, Va.; 1000 Islands, 
N. Y.; Lake Winnebago, Wisc.; and Grand Haven, Mich. 
At Solomons Island, Md., he won two 50-mile stints in the 
same day, A Runabout class and A Stock Hydro class. He 
took seconds at Middle River, Md.; and Detroit, Mich., 
and failed to place in only one marathon start. 

Unlike some of his competitors who have unlimited 
bankrolls, Dewald operates with a bare minimum of funds. 
His wins have been based on a combination of ingenuity, 
skill and daring. His first racing hull, Flying Chips, was 
built with the help of his father and neighbors, because 
George Dewald, on a truck driver’s salary, couldn’t afford 
a factory-built hull for his son. With this, 14-year old 
Dewald won the 92-mile Winnebagoland Marathon, the 
“Indianapolis 500” of stock outboard racing, after near 
wins in two other races. (He finished first in one but his 
rig was disqualified when official inspection discovered 
that his motor’s crankshaft throws had been altzred. Bal- 
ancing of crankshafts was permitted, and Craig’s father had 
had this done, but disclaimed having asked for other modi- 
fications. ) 

A week after his first official victory, Craig was in the 
lead at a Delaware River closed course event when Flying 
Chips, slightly nose-heavy, dug her bow into a wave, tossing 
him out of the boat. He was hit by a following boat, receiv- 
ing a long cut on his back and several fractured ribs. A 
week later, with taped ribs, he won fourth in his class at 
Washington, D. C. 

Three weeks later, Chips flipped again in the Reading, 
Penna., Rivercade. This time a following boat’s propeller 
knifed into Craig’s right elbow and side. It took more than 
140 stitches to patch him up. In no way discouraged by 
these accidents, Craig returned to action the next year, re- 
peated his Winnebagoland victory, and won the Norfolk 
River and Hague, N. Y., long distance events. He finished 
second in three other major races, third in two, and fifth in 
one race. 

In five years of competition, Craig gradually moved to 
the top of the heap. Last year when he won the Winne- 
bagoland event for the third time and gained permanent 
possession of the silver Merrill A. Jensen award, his con- 
sistent accomplishments came to the attention of E. Carl 
Kiekhaefer, president of the corporation that manufactures 
Mercury outboard motors. Carl learned that though Craig 
wanted to study engineering, it was doubtful that he would 
be able to finance such a course. Kiekhaefer awarded Craig 
a four-year college scholarship which was extended to five 
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Dewald, at fourteen, can still grin after 90 miles at finish 
of his first major victory in home-made racing 
boat.

when it was found that Craig, through his enthusiasm for 
racing and his participation on his high school’s wrestling 
team, had ducked a few of the tougher courses required 
for entrance in most topflight schools.

between the knee and ankle. For a day or two it appeared 
he might lose his leg.

“Baadebyggeri means ‘boat builder,’ ” Bill Scranton said, 
as he saw me studying the inscription. “Has a nice sound, 
don’t you think?” 

I agreed it had a wonderful sound—if and when one 
ever learned to pronounce it. “But tell me about Trina,” 
I said. “How you came to build her, what your aims were, 
and so on.” 

“Well,” Bill said, “back in 1955 Bill Shaw, who’s a 
crackerjack naval architect, and I got together and found 
out we were both interested in the same thing. Each of us 
had done a lot of midget ocean racing and we both felt 
that the ultimate was a combination of speed and comfort, 
for either racing or cruising, and small size for economy 
of original cost and upkeep.” 

“We set out to design a small boat that would comply 
with Midget Ocean Racing Class rules, that would com- 
fortably and very adequately accommodate four people 
for racing and cruising, and that would incorporate maxi- 
mum performance with good balance, easy motion in a 
seaway, good stability, and ability to go to windward in 
a chop.” 

Designed with shallow draft (2 ft. 9 in. with center- 
board up), the little craft is ideal for “gunk holing” and 
trailering. With a designed weight of 4,300 Ibs. (1,500 
Ibs. of it in outside ballast lead on the fin keel), she fits 
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on a stock 6,300-lb. capacity trailer. Her total weight 
now, with sails, auxiliary and gear, but without crew, is 
just under 4,600 Ibs. 

Trina’s sail complement (by Hathaway, Reiser and 
Raymond, Inc., Cos Cob, Conn.) is: mainsail (Dacron); 
masthead genoa (Dacron); #2 genoa (Dacron); working 
jib (Dacron); masthead crosscut spinnaker (Nylon); spin- 
naker staysail (Nylon); mizzen staysail (Nylon); and 
mizzen (Dacron). 

Auxiliary power is a 4.8 hp, direct-drive, 1-cyl., 2-cycle, 
magneto-starting Watermota engine, with controllable-pitch 
propeller, that drives her at 5 to 5% knots at a fuel con- 
sumption of 1% pints per hour. A crank in the cockpit 
allows choice of forward, neutral, reverse or feathered posi- 
tioning of the 2-bladed prop. A mark scribed on the fly- 
wheel, when at top dead center, shows that feathered prop 
is vertical abaft the deadwood to prevent any drag. The 
total weight of this English engine, crankshaft and propeller 
is 98 Ibs.—a factor which greatly influenced its choice as a 
power plant. Ten gallons of fuel are carried in tank under 
the cockpit. 

The hull is double-planked, with Grand Basaam African 
Mahogany outside and Mediterranean cedar inside, to a 
finished thickness of % in., and all-bronze screw and bolt

fastened, with International Paint Co.’s compound between 
the planks. Ribs are 1-in.-square, steam-bent oak on 8-in. 
centers. 

The deck is marine plywood, canvas-covered; cabin 
sides, toe rails, coamings and cockpit seats are mahogany; 
cabin floorboards, and cockpit floor and grating are teak. 

Airplane-grade spruce hollow spars are used, with stain- 
less steel rigging. The pulpit is also stainless steel. 

The centerboard is a 30-lb. lead shoe on a teak board, 
worked by a differential winch through a cast bronze trunk 
in the fin keel. A one-hand pull on the winch line from 
the cockpit raises it easily, and it can be positioned any- 
where with automatic ball-stop lock. 

Trina has a self-bailing cockpit, with lazarette aft for 
stowage of life preservers, dock lines, etc. The bridge deck 
is the right height for use as a table for those sitting for- 
ward, and the after deck serves the same purpose for those 
sitting aft. The tiller, of course, lifts vertically to be out 
of the way when not in use. 

The cabin is ventilated by two Dorade vents, which are 
watertight in any weather or sea condition, and a louvre in 
the vertical closure of the companionway hatch. 
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Running rigging was all furnished by American Manu- 
facturing Co., Brooklyn; hull fittings and marine toilet are 
from Wilcox-Crittenden; Merriman supplied the winches, 
turnbuckles and cleats, and the roller-reefing boom has a 
Merriman gear; South Coast snatch blocks are used, and 
Tufnol blocks for main sheet, mizzen sheet and spinnaker 
halyard. 

Running lights, white masthead light atop the mizzen for 
night running under power, spreader lights for sail changes 
at night, red compass light in cockpit, and overhead cabin 
light are run from two Burgess 6-volt Hot Shot dry cells 
hooked in parallel, with two spares being carried at all 
times. 

For sustained cabin lighting, a two-way gimballed kero- 
sene lamp is used. It holds one standard can of Dietz odor- 
less fuel. Bill told me the lamp never smoked, and he has 
as yet to clean the chimney for the first time. 

The sink is stainless steel, with fresh water from a 
20-gallon, tin-lined, copper tank under the forward berths. 
Counter tops and chart table are all Formica-covered. 

Berths have 4-inch foam rubber mattresses. The eight 
blankets carried aboard are rolled and stowed in shock 
cord slings when not in use. Four Pullman hammocks 
along forward berths, and standing locker for 12 garments, 
forward of chart table, take care of clothing. 

Two sets of curtains divide the cabin so that forward 
berths may be separated from the area containing galley 
and chart table, with marine toilet under its hinged top, 
which area may also be shut off from the after part of cabin. 

The ice box has 3% cu. ft. of capacity. Once it is 
cooled, 50 Ibs. of ice will last in it for four Summer days. 
The cabinet was built in but Bill Scranton made the remov- 
able shell himself, which precludes the danger of undiscov- 
ered dry rot. It is of glued basic construction, using 
Minnesota Mining’s special adhesive on 1'2-in. Styrofoam, 
with kitchen aluminum foil on the outside and fiberglass 
both outside and inside. The cover opening fits on 114-in. 
rubber-to-rubber facing. 

Navigational and other special gear includes: Beme-Loop 
radio direction finder, which also has regular broadcast 
band; Sestral hand bearing compass, with flashlight attach- 
ment, that can be used as spare for regular compass and 
also for deviation checks; two-way, high-capacity bilge 
pump; hand blow horn; freon-powered horn; Radar-Lite 
electric lantern; Airguide marine clock and barometer. 

The design of Trina has been turned over to Norge 
Boats, Darien, Conn., from whom, I understand, the sim- 
plified basic boat, sloop-rigged, with working sails but with- 
out motor, will be available for about $7,800. The fully 
equipped yawl will probably be around $10,200.

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OF THE WAKE 


‘Our boat slammed down on her keel 


a second time—it left us hard aground’

| TAKES just a moment of carelessness to produce dis- 


astrous results; loss of life, loss of a boat or damage to ~ 


it, loss of time. We were lucky. All we lost was time, 
and we had time to spare. 

Jug was a 30-foot auxiliary sloop of plywood construc- 
tion, with hard chines and a fin keel similar to that on a 
star boat. Johnny and I were bringing it from Miami to 
Oxford, Md., via the Inland Waterway. The trip had pro- 
ceeded almost without incident, other than a few bottom- 
scrapings, as far as Charleston, S. C. 

We left Charleston about six a.m., and by late morning

we were cruising up the waterway between Mt. Pleasant 
and McClellanville, a fairly straight, narrow stretch bor- 
dered by low marshland. The scenery was particularly dull, 
the mid-April sun was pleasantly warm, and Jug’s two- 
cylinder engine, at its five mph cruising speed, kept the en- 
tire craft vibrating gently. Waterway traffic, other than oc- 
casional local folk fishing from skiffs, was light. We were 
more than relaxed. We were half asleep. 

We woke up completely, however, when the monotonous 
engine vibration suddenly changed to a horrible thrashing, 
kicking and shuddering. Johnny quickly grabbed the gear 
lever and threw the transmission into neutral, at the same

time cutting down the engine speed. The resultant idle was 
smooth. “I think something’s fouled in the prop,” he said, 
and went forward to get the anchor ready. 

I swung Jug around out of the channel while we still had 
headway, winding up parallel to the west bank, headed 
south into the current. Johnny dropped the hook, which 
set as we drifted back. We figured that the current and 
wind, both coming from the south, would keep us from 
drifting in toward shore or out into the channel. 

Johnny donned swimming trunks and a face mask, and 
went over the side. He came up, blue and chilled, to report 
that the prop was fouled. A bamboo fishing pole, with line, 
leader, hook and all, had been floating in the channel; the 
line and wire leader had snarled in our prop. 

I handed Johnny wire cutters and a knife, and i went 
below again to cut away the tangled mess. Each time he 
came up he looked colder, so I fired up the stove and started 
coffee. He worked for about 20 minutes to finish the job, 
cussing steadily. I assume it was steadily because the parts 
I heard, when he came up for air, often started in mid- 
sentence or ended in mid-sentence. His target appeared to 
be careless fishermen in general, and the one who dropped 
this pole in particular. 

With the prop cleared, and Johnny dried, dressed and 
served coffee, we decided that the practical thing to do was 
eat lunch before proceeding, so lunch we did. As we sat 
in the cockpit munching sandwiches, we watched a large, 
powerful! commercial fishing boat coming toward us down 
the channel. He was coming fast, but we were well clear 
and there was no danger of collision. We took it as an op- 
portunity to make further remarks concerning fishermen, 
commercial or otherwise. 

As the boat passed, its wake lifted Jug and swung it in to- 
ward shore. We came down hard on the keel, lifted again, 
swung farther inshore, and slammed down again. This time 
we stayed down, rocking slightly as the diminishing wake 
rolled under us. As the fishing boat disappeared down the 
channel and quiet settled around us, we were left hard 
aground, listing slightly to starboard. 

The tide was going out. A check of the tide tables re- 
vealed that the next high was due about six p.m. We tried 
to get off under power. We waded offshore with the an- 
chor, set it, and tried to kedge Jug off using the anchor 
winch. We tried power and kedging in combination, all 
without success. That left nothing to do but wait and hope 
there would be enough water at high tide to free us. 

To pass the time, we played a diabolical game called 
“Camelot”, something on the order of checkers. Winning 
takes more than skill; it takes patience. You wait until your 
opponent gets careless, then move in for the kill. Johnny, 
perhaps to show that the events of the day had not un- 
nerved him, gave a remarkable demonstration of patience. 
He won every game that afternoon. 

About 2 p.m. the tide slacked, and by this time Jug was 
high and dry, resting on her starboard chine. It was im- 
possible to stand on deck without a handhold somewhere. 
Nothing was happening ashore, and not much more out in 
the channel. A few boats passed, but we were beyond as- 
sistance from that quarter. 

We floated free shortly before sundown, raised the hook 
and resumed our trip. It was quite late when we reached 
McClellanville, where we tied up for the night. Just about 
midnight, in fact. We had covered 34 miles in 18 hours; 
our usual day’s run was about 70 miles in 12 to 14 hours. 

If we had been alert in the morning, we might have 
avoided the fishpole and its line. If we had been thinking 
during our lunch break, we might have started Jug’s engine 
and headed out into the channel as the fishing boat’s wake 
hit us. We certainly learned one lesson that day: it be- 
comes increasingly difficult to play “Camelot” as the angle 
of a boat’s list increases. The pieces keep sliding off the 
board.—ToM BOTTOMLEY

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LIFESAVING HINTS 


RTIFICIAL Respiration saves many lives of those who 
panic or otherwise become asphyxiated or lose con- 
sciousness in the water. A centuries old version of resusci- 
tation is just coming back into common use; medical 
authorities generally agree that the mouth-to-mouth tech- 
nique, used in Biblical times, is superior to most other forms 
of artificial respiration. 

The AMERICAN RED CROSS, on the recommenda- 
tion of the National Academy of Science-National Re- 
search Council, has adopted the mouth-to-mouth method 
for the resuscitation of children and adults with body in- 
juries. 

According to the Red Cross, the operating procedure for 
the mouth-to-mouth method is as follows: 

1. Clear the mouth of any foreign matter with the 
middle finger of one hand. With the same finger hold the 
tongue forward. 

2. Place the child in a face-down head-down position 
and pat him firmly on the back with the free hand. This 
should help dislodge any foreign object in the air passage. 

3. Now place the child on his back and use the middle 
fingers of both hands to lift the lower jaw from beneath and 
behind so that it “juts out.” 

4. Hold the jaw in the position described in Step 3, 
using One hand only. ' 

5. Place your mouth over the child’s mouth and nose, 
making a relatively leakproof seal, and breathe into the 
child with a smooth, steady action until you observe the 
chest rise. As you start this action, move the free hand to 
the child’s abdomen, between the navel and the ribs, and 
apply continuous moderate pressure to prevent the stomach 
from becoming filled with air. 

6. When the lungs have been inflated, remove your lips 
from the child’s mouth and nose and allow the lungs to 
empty. Repeat this cycle, keeping one hand beneath the 
jaw and the other pressing on the stomach at all times. 
Continue at a rate of about 20 cycles per minute. After 20 
cycles, the operator should rest long enough to take one 
deep breath. If at any time you feel resistance to your 
breathing into the child and the chest does not rise, repeat 
Step 2 then quickly resume mouth-to-mouth breathing. 

The American Red Cross still approves the back pres- 
sure-arm lift method of artificial respiration for adults, in 
most cases. However the advantages of mouth-to-mouth 
technique on persons suffering from bodily injury is obvi- 
ous. 

An “S” shaped rubber or plastic tube, fitted with a rub- 
ber flange for application to the victim’s mouth, will soon 
be on the market, it is reported. The “airway” is an im- 
provement over direct mouth-to-mouth contact because the 
tube is adjusted to extend beyond the flange to a point just 
above the larynx. — G

One outboard owner who often car- 
ried two or three extra fuel tanks on 
his longer trips found they took up 
much useful space in his cruiser’s 
cockpit. He hit upon the idea of mak- 
ing simple wooden boxes of a size to 
hold one gas tank easily. These he 
fitted with snug wooden covers which 
were in turn padded and upholstered. 
They protect the extra tanks from 
weather and dents, make the cockpit 
look much neater, and turn wasted 
space into useful seats. For fishing 
and short-range work, the tanks and 
boxes can be removed from the boat 
to increase cockpit space. 
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TAKE CARE OF SNAPS 
ON BOAT COVERS 

“Little things are important” is the 
saying, and the outboard fan realizes 
the truth of this when two or three of 
the snaps on his cockpit cover pull out 
of the canvas ... with the result 
that wind gets under the cover while 
trailering home in the dark, and the 
cover blows off along the road. Don’t 
yank snaps off by jerking from one 
side; grasp the canvas on each side of 
a snap, and exert a gentle, alternating 
pull to lift each snap up and off with- 
out strain. To forestall jammed snaps 
resulting from salt corrosion, coat the 
snap ring inside each button with a 
bit of vaseline, using a paint brush 
from your wife’s old nail polish 
bottles. 


CORKS HOLD HOOKS, LURES 
MOUNTING BOARD 





Bothered by fish hooks and assorted 
lures making a hazardous mess on the 
seats and floor of your fishing skiff? 
Then find some wooden member of 
your boat which will not be weakened 
by holes, and bore several small holes 
into it of a size which will take small 
corks snugly. Push corks into the 
holes and you will have a safe place 
on which to hang lures temporarily. 
When corks become too full of holes, 
put new ones in their place. Or, sim- 
ply screw a wooden strip to the inside 
of the boat at a convenient location to 
serve as a cork board. 


BATTERY SAFETY POINTERS 

Whenever a wire is detached from 
the terminals of a battery, a low-ten- 
sion spark is created, Wes Mabrito of 
San Antonio, Tex., reports. This can 
be dangerous if gasoline fumes are 
present in the bilge. Also, when stor- 
age batteries are charging they give off 
hydrogen gas through the vent holes 
in their caps. If such a battery is lo- 
cated in an unventilated compartment, 
the compartment might be filled with 
a highly-explosive air-hydrogen mix- 
ture. All battery boxes should be ven- 
tilated. All storage batteries mounted 
in inboard engine compartments 
should have protective covers over 
them to prevent dropped tools from 
shorting them and causing a shower

of sparks. Outboard batteries should 
be in containers which will keep spray 
and rain off their tops, for any such 
moisture will cause them to discharge. 
Containers should be securely at- 
tached to the hull to hold heavy bat- 
teries in place. 


IMPROVISED SANDING BLOCK 

In every boatyard may be found 
old, discarded life jackets of the type 
incorporating solid blocks of cork 
sewn into canvas jackets. Find one 
and salvage a cork block. On a table 
saw, carefully cut it up into pieces 
about the size of a bar of laundry 
soap. Such a block of cork makes an 
excellent improvised—or even perma- 
nent—sandpapering block. When a 
strip of sandpaper is wrapped onto it, 
its face is soft and yielding enough to 
distribute sanding pressure uniformly 
on your work, and the naturally un- 
slippery surface of the cork itself 
keeps the sandpaper from slipping 
and shifting. 


MOORING FRAMES SOLVE 
SPACE PROBLEM

In confined mooring areas such as 
rivers, tidal creeks and lagoons, it’s 
often a problem to find enough room 
for all the small boats seeking moor- 
ings. One outboard dealer located on 
a tidal creek solved the problem by 
making up some “mooring frames” of 
2” x 6” and 6” x 6” lumber as shown 
in the sketch. Each of these frames 
holds four boats, and they are an- 
chored fore and aft so they won't 
swing around. Their use makes it pos- 
sible to moor four boats in a much 
smaller area (B) then when each of 
the four must swing at a separate 
mooring (A). A rowboat is used to 
get to and from the moorings. 


PAPER BAG FOR CHUMMING 
Those who like to add to boating 
pleasure by fishing will go for this 
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one! A good way to attract fish to the 
vicinity of the anchored boat is by 
chumming . . . casting loose bait 
into the water. The trouble is that, 
when loose bait is thrown overboard, 
it either drifts away with slight water 
currents, or flutters to the bottom in 
such a widely-scattered pattern as to 
lose much of its effectiveness. One 
wily Cape Cod fisherman takes a small 
brown paper bag and puts an egg-size 
pebble in it along with whatever he’s 
using for chum. A line is wrapped 
around the neck of the bag to close it 
and the bag, chum and pebble are low- 
ered to the bottom with the line. After 
waiting a minute or two for the bag to 
become soaking wet, the line is given 
a sharp jerk. The wet bag breaks open 
and deposits the chum in a concen- 
trated spot right under the boat. 


OLD HULK MAKES SKI BASE 





When beaches open to the public 
are limited in area, bathers, boaters 
and water skiers all have to crowd into 
a small space. This is a common prob- 
lem in many resorts where the shore- 
line is monopolized by private cottages 
and estates. It is when the water skiers 
try to operate off a small beach where 
there are many swimmers that friction 
results. One ski club solved the prob- 
lem very nicely by hunting around in 
boatyards to find an old motorboat 
which could be bought for next to 
nothing. Its engine was gone, its cabin 
was leaking and rotting. Yet it would 
float. The club ripped off the cabin, 
boarded over the deck openings, and 
built a “stage” around its stern. Then 
the old boat was moored a half mile 
offshore. Skiers take off from the 
stage, swim up to it when through ski- 
ing, and climb aboard. Boats don’t 
have to go to the beach to put tired 
skiers ashore and tow off others. 


SOLDER PAINT CAN COVERS 

Many cruising men like to carry a 
few cans of matching paint aboard 
their boats for those touch-up and re- 
pair jobs which turn up from time to 
time. One man who has several quarts 
stowed in a locker got caught in some 
bad weather, the door of the locker 
opened, and the paint cans tumbled 
out on the cabin sole with such force 
their lids flew off. The resulting mess 
took hours to clean up. Thereafter this 
chap took the simple precaution of 
putting three or four dabs of solder on 
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the lids of all paint cans aboard his 
boat, as insurance against a repetition 
of this kind of accident. 


WEED-PROOFING A FISH HOOK

Have trouble when trolling your fa- 
vorite lure because its hooks persist 
in catching in seaweed and marine 
grasses? A quick, easy way to make 


weedless hooks out of ordinary hooks 
is to carry a supply of small rubber 
bands and snap them onto the hooks 
as shown in the sketch. This dodge 
will keep almost all weeds off yet 
won’t interfere with fishing luck, be- 
cause when a lunker snaps at the bait 
the rubber band will snap off the barb. 


DECK SHOES FORM PADS 

The deck of a yacht can be very 
hard, as many a yachtsman will testify 
after he has had to kneel on one while 
reaching down into the engine com- 
partment to make repairs or when 
painting hard-to-reach places in the 
cabin. To make such work more com- 
fortable, use canvas deck shoes or 
sneakers as kneeling pads. —

Sun and weather cracks and splits rubber parts; give 
them a protective shield of liquid neoprene. Fill 
cracks and smooth surface with successive layers. 





Tighten all screws on both top and bottom of skis. 
They can work loose after hard use. Then sandpaper 
rough spots and peeling varnish down to the bare 
wood, Pay special attention to sides and bottom.

Salt water eats away the protective varnish; sun 
and heat crack the rubber parts; screws holding the acces- 
sories to the skis will work loose after considerable bounc- 
ing around.

SEAMANSHIP 


TEST 
YOUR KNOWLEDGE 
OF 
RULES OF THE ROAD

RAFFIC on our waterways is a matter of concern to 

everyone who has a sincere interest in boating. Regula- 
tions (and patrol boats to enforce them) are cropping up; 
and unless we are able to keep out of trouble, public alarm 
over the increasing number of water accidents and fatali- 
ties will surely lead to restrictions which may take much 
of the freedom and pleasure out of our sport. 

The day has been buried when all one needed to go out 
on the water was a boat. Today’s boat is rightfully required 
to carry safety and lifesaving equipment, as well as navi- 
gating lights and signals; and boats are subject to inspec- 
tion to make sure of compliance with the rules. So far, 
no examinations or licenses are required to operate a pleas- 
ure boat. But this does not justify an owner taking out a 
boat without knowing enough to be able to pass an exami- 
nation if one were required. Knowledge of Rules of the 
Road under all possible situations is as essential for safety 
as any of the equipment required aboard. 

Coast Guard publication CG-169, entitled “Rules to Pre- 
vent Collisions of Vessels and Pilot Rules for Certain Inland 
Waters of the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts and of the Coast 
of the Gulf of Mexico” contains the principles, and is avail- 
able without charge from Coast Guard District Command- 
ers, or the Government Printing Office. For the Great 
Lakes, CG-172 contains “Pilot Rules for the Great Lakes 
and their Connecting and Tributary Waters and the St. 
Marys River.” CG-184 covers “Pilot Rules for the Western 
Rivers and the Red River of the North.” 

On lakes lying wholly within one state, local rules, which 
in some instances have the same effect as the Coast Guard 
rules, apply. However, state rules may differ considerably, 
so in such cases the local regulations should be determined. 

Some time ago, pleasure boats had to carry the Pilot 
Rules aboard. This is not required today. Nevertheless, 
every boatman should own a copy, and, at the very least, 
carry the contents in his head. Thus, he will know instinc- 
tively what to do in every situation; and, just as important, 
know what to expect the other fellow to do. 

The following quiz, based on the Pilot Rules, contains 
questions to which every operator of a boat should be able 
to give prompt and correct answers. Test your knowledge, 
to see if you are really qualified to take a boat out in the 
company of seamen. And start studying those Pilot Rules 
today. 

1. An airplane is taxiing across a navigation channel to 

its takeoff lane. Do Pilot Rules apply? 

(a) No. Boats must keep clear. 

(b) On Inland Waters only. 

(c) Civil Air Regulations similar to Pilot Rules gov- 
ern movements of aircraft on U. S. Waters. 

(d) Pilot Rules must be followed by seaplanes on In- 
ternational Waters.

HOW TO CAREEN 


HE cheapest drydock in the world is a shelving beach 

with sufficient tidal range to permit careening as an al- 
ternative to hauling-out. The lucky boatman who cruises 
such waters can avoid an occasional yard bill, and scrub 
and paint the bottom of a large craft without fuss and delay 
on a marine railway. But he should remember several 
precautionary rules. 

A boatman must thoroughly study the place where he 
intends to “take the ground;” the novice will do well to 
heed the advice and example of old “pro’s” in the area. 
Best and safest advice for the inexperienced boatman is 
“haul-out in a reputable yard,” but it may be necessary 
someday to forego that luxury. 

Careening can be dangerous as well as convenient. The 
type of boat to be heaved-down, the nature of the ground, 
exposure to wind and current—these are important factors. 
An open boat with a heavily bailasted keel may fill with 
water before coming afloat on the rising tide. A boat 
with a fin keel may be subject to undesirable structural 
strains heeled over on her chine. Unless the careenage is 
sheltered from wind and wave action, the boat may pound 
on coming afloat in troubled water. 

Here are helpful suggestions: 

1. Carefully choose a careenage with respect to local 
conditions and local practice. If the spot you select to 
beach your boat is not popular, inspect it at low tide to 
assure suitable ground. Sandy gravel makes the best beach. 
A nasty mixture of sand and mud looks hard until you 
are down on it. Mud won’t hurt your boat, but you'll 
have trouble walking around in it. 

2. If you are lucky enough to find a stone wall or a piling 
or a comfortable wreck to lean against, you may be able 
to scrub and anti-foul the entire bottom between two suc- 
cessive high waters. Take care that the boat is listed suffi- 
ciently to settle down in a proper position. She should be 
moored close alongside, heeled over with masthead tackle 
carried onshore. 

3. If the boat is to lie right down on the beach, you may 
want to sling the dinghy over-board on the end of a tackle 
from the masthead, weighting it full of water to heel the 
boat down as far as possible—to cushion a possible fall. 
The best system would allow the boat to settle simultane- 
ously on keel and chine. 

4. Planks or wooden blocks may be desired under the 
keel and chine in some cases, but it is difficult to keep them 
submerged in place unless they are anchored fast. 

5. It’s a good idea to carry an anchor down the beach 
in case you need to kedge her off on the next high water. 
And if anything happens to take your attention away from 
the boat, she won’t drift away. 

6. Keep a sharp eye on the tide tables and the clock, 
and if your boat has a heavily ballasted keel and is not 
decked along the sides, be sure she doesn’t fill before she 
floats, or she might not float on the next tide. 

7. There won’t be a hose around, so you will have to 
get out onto the ground as soon as possible and wade— 
using sea water and a brush to scrub off barnacles and weed. 

Careening, by definition of the term, cannot occur acci- 
dentally. However anyone who cruises a great deal in tidal 
waters knows that going aground is not an unusual occur- 
rence, and the quick -witted seaman can sometimes cover 
for the careless navigator if he is prepared to “careen” then 
and there. 

Provided he goes aground on an ebbing tide, and the 
ground is hard and dries out sufficiently=tfie unlucky boat- 
man may be compensated for his blunder by having time 
and opportunity to give his craft a good scrub down.

CARE FOR 


ITH the increased use of Plexiglas for windshields 

and portlights in boats, boat owners are learning the 
correct methods for care of this versatile plastic. It is not 
armor plate, and the paint brush and sanding disc can be 
its enemies. 

Solvents, such as those used in paints and paint removers, 
will mar the surface of Plexiglas. When painting or 
varnishing, it is therefore best to remove the windshield 
or portlights. Papering the surface is sometimes effective 
in preventing damage from a dripping paint brush, but is 
not to be depended on if solvents in the paint penetrate 
the paper. 

If paint does drip on Plexiglas, wipe it off quickly with 
a soft cloth moistened in kerosene or white (not leaded) 





Wise owner covers Plexigias with newspaper, securing 
edges with masking tape before starting to paint his 
boat. This will prevent accidentally spattered or 
dripped paint from marring the windshield surface. 


gasoline. Then rinse it with a generous quantity of water. 

For mechanical work, such as sanding, it is often enough 
to cover the windshield or portlights with heavy paper, 
taped down with pressure-sensitive tape. This reminds the 
workman that the transparent plastic is there, and actually 
prevents some forms of damage. 

In the event a boat is to be fiberglassed, it is practically 
essential that Plexiglas be removed since the plastics and 
solvents used in this process will fuse with Plexiglas. 

For regular care, Plexiglas should be washed with mild 
soap or household detergent and water. Window cleaning 
sprays and other cleaning liquids should be avoided, since 
they may damage the surface. If desired, standard auto- 
mobile wax polishes may be applied lightly and rubbed 
lightly with a soft cotton flannel cloth. One manufacturer 
has just entered the market with a “Windshield Caddy” 
for the express purpose of supplying all the materials need- 
ed to clean and polish Plexiglas windshields.

application of Plexiglas, many other uses for this material 
have been developed. Sudbury Laboratory, for example, 
has developed a “sky vent” designed to admit light and 
air to below-decks areas of larger boats. Mounted on a 
cabin overhead or hatch cover, it prevents spray from en- 
tering the cabin. An unusual application for the plastic is 
in Sudbury’s Aqua-Clear Feeder, a water treatment de- 
vice designed to prevent corrosion of pipelines, engine 
manifolds and water jackets in either salt or fresh water. 

An unusual raw water strainer is built of Plexiglas. This 
consists of three concentric cylinders fitted into grooves in 
end caps. Transparent plastic filter screens strain the water 
as it flows through the cylinders, and since the whole unit is 
transparent, the boatman can see at once when too much 
sand and sediment have collected in the strainer. 

Interior fittings for boat cabins are often made of 
Plexiglas, and a number of these can be fabricated in the

Boating: A Beginning Guide, by Jim 
J. Allen. The Ronald Press Co., 104 
pages, illustrated. Price, $2.95. 

Here is a simple, well-written book 
for the boating newcomer, a book that 
packs a lot of basic information into 
comparatively few pages. Although 
there are a number of good beginner’s 
guides on the market, we gave this one 
our unqualified approval when we first 
examined it in manuscript form last 
year. 

This text sticks to boating basics, 
and covers deck seamanship, boat 
handling, rules of the road and ele- 
mentary piloting, as well as selecting 
a boat and the legal obligations of boat 
ownership. The entire aim of the book 
is to teach the novice those portions 
of these topics that are the absolute 
minimum for safe, proper boat oper- 
ation. For example, the section on 
marlinespike seamanship consists of 
four knots and two splices. 

Each subject covered is discussed 
in a_ straightforward, how-to-do-it 
manner that eliminates confusion. II- 
lustrations, both diagrams and photos, 
are in keeping with the text; they are 
clear, properly captioned, and easy to 
understand. 


Water Skiing, by Dick Pope, Sr. Pren- 
tice Hall, Inc. Price, $4.95. 

What the author doesn’t know about 
water skiing doesn’t exist. Pope has 
been associated with the sport from its 
very inception, and has done as much 
as anyone else, if not a lot more, to 
bring it to the popularity it enjoys 
today. He was one of the original 
aquaplane stunt men, and gravitated 
to water skis as soon as they were de- 
veloped. His son, Dick Pope, Jr., is 
now one of the outstanding figures in 
the sport today. 

Pope traces the history of the devel- 
opment of water skiing as a sport in 
this country and abroad, and the devel- 
opment of its various forms. There’s 
straight skiing, of course, then trick 
skiing, jumps, tournament skiing, and 
water ski shows. 

Most of the book is used for instruc- 
tion: how to ski, how to cross wakes, 
how to jump, how to run through a 
slalom course, even how to ski with- 
out skis. There are chapters on estab- 
lishing a ski school, and routines for 
ski shows. Records set in tournament 
competition are included in an appen- 
dix. 

And for Lowell Thomas fans, there’s 
an introduction by Lowell Thomas. 
For Ed Sullivan fans, there’s a for- 
ward by Ed Sullivan.—T.R.B.
